Dear  Mayor  Zeis: 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  is  pleased  to  again  submit  to  you,   in  detail,  the 
attached  report  of  its  activities  for  the  year  1965. 

Once  again,  the  citizenry  of  Fort  Wayne  has  demonstra- 
ted its  confidence  in  the  Park  Department  of  our  City  by  its 
generosity  in  making  it  possible  for  the  City  to  avail  it- 
self of  major  capital  improvements  with  very  little  expendi- 
ture of  tax  dollars. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  substantial  sums  of 
money,  goods  and  services  given  to  our  Department  which 
enabled  us  to  open  the  Franke  Park  Children's  Zoo  on  July  3, 
1965.     All  who  participated  in  its  creation  may  well  be 
proud  of  this  facility.     The  paid  attendance  of  177,000  dur- 
ing a  partial  first  year  of  operation  gives  eloquent  testi- 
mony to  its  popularity  and  the  need  it  is  meeting.     As  we 
anticipated,   it  would  appear  from  the  income  received  from 
the  operation  of  the  Zoo  that  it  will  be  self-sustaining  in 
the  future. 

The  second  major  addition  to  our  City  Park  facilities 
was  the  Jack  D.  Diehm  Museum  of  Natural  History  which  was 
likewise  donated  to  the  Park  Department  and  the  citizens  of 
this  City,  and  dedicated  on  October  31,   1965.     Although  not 
equal  in  size  to  exhibits  of  this  kind  in  our  larger  cities, 
the  cruality  of  its  exhibits  is  equal  to,  or  exceeds,  those 
in  any  other  city.     Many  hours  of  labor  and  large  quantities 
of  material  were  donated  in  order  to  make  this  facility 
possible.     It  is  too  early  at  this  time  to  give  exact  fig- 
ures with  reference  to  future  attendance,  but  the  attend- 
ance on  weekends  during  the  winter  months  justifies  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  this  facility.     Although  we 
are  prohibited  by  law  from  charging  admission  to  the  Museum, 
located  on  Park  property,   it  is  hoped  that  the  voluntary 
contributions  that  have  been  made  by  those  visiting  the 
Museum  will  be  ample  to  provide  for  its  operation.

The  contributions  which  made  the  two  facilities  possi- 
ble did  not  come  from  any  one  person  but  resulted  from  a 
total  community  effort,  which,   in  our  opinion,   in  a  sub- 
stantial measure,  contributed  to  their  popularity. 

It  has  often  been  said  that  the  citizens  of  every  city 
will  have  the  kind  of  Park  Department  and  park  system  that 
they  want  to  have.     The  steady  growth  of  our  City  makes  it 
essential  for  us  to  continue  to  acquire  additional  park 
sites  in  various  localities  in  and  near  Fort  Wayne  of  twenty 
to  thirty  acres  in  size  for  future  development  and  expansion 
of  our  program,  even  though  it  is  not  intended  or  antici- 
pated that  these  sites  will  be  needed  immediately.     In  many 
areas,  the  cost  of  acquiring  these  sites  is  already  prohi- 
bitive,  and  unless  we  accruire  additional  sites  in  the  im- 
mediate future,  our  park  system  will  cease  to  grow  along 
with  our  City.     We  are  of  the  firm  conviction  that  the 
citizens  of  Fort  Wayne  expect  the  Park  Department  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  growth  of  the  City.     We  must  not  forget  that 
as  the  park  system  and  our  activities  grow,   it  cannot  be 
anticipated  that  this  growth  can  take  place  without  the 
expenditure  of  additional  funds,  and  this  kind  of  expendi- 
ture must  necessarily  come  from  tax  dollars.     While  we  re- 
cognize this  obvious  fact,  we  likewise  recognize  our  res- 
ponsibility to  spend  the  money  received  from  taxes  in  the 
most  efficient  manner  possible  in  order  to  get  the  greatest 
return  from  every  dollar  expended.     We  are  still  in  need  of 
a  large  park  east  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  are  engaged 
in  attempting  to  find  a  suitable  site. 

As  pointed  out  above,  we  are  fortunate,  up  to  this 
time,   in  that  we  have  not  been  required  to  use  tax  dollars 
in  any  large  amounts  for  capital  expenditures.     We  may 
have  approached  the  time  when  serious  consideration  will 
have  to  be  given  toward  appropriating  substantial  sums  for 
the  acquisition  of  new  parks  and  their  improvements. 

We  have  long  suffered  from  lack  of  downtown  area  out- 
door recreation  facilities,  both  active  and  passive.  The 
present  trend  toward  Urban  Redevelopment  in  our  City  will 
no  doubt  necessitate  our  cooperation  in  the  beautif ication 
of  areas  designated  for  passive  recreation,  and  we  expect 
to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  within  the 
budget  granted  to  us. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  other  departments 
of  the  City  for  their  assistance.     We  especially  want  to 
express  our  thanks  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  School 
System  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  their  continued

The  event  of  utmost  importance  to  the  Park  Department 
during  1965  was  the  opening  of  the  Children's  Zoo.     On  July 
1,  a  preview  party  was  held  for  donors  and  interested  per- 
sons and  all  received  a  supper  and  a  preview  of  the  zoo 
exhibits.     On  July  3,  the  zoo  was  dedicated  and  opened  to 
the  public.     It  grossed  $71,000  with  a  paid  attendance  of 
177,000  when  the  season  ended  in  the  fall.     Zoo  personnel 
over  the  country  consider  this  attendance  figure  to  be 
quite  remarkable  since  it  exceeded  our  population  in  about 
half  the  normal  season.     The  Board  and  Staff  and  Zoo  Adviso- 
ry Committee  were  more  than  pleased  with  the  Zoo  attendance, 
especially  since  the  Zoo  was  not  completed  and  construction 
of  exhibits  was  in  progress  all  summer.     Two  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  Zoo  were  $65,990.79  from  the  Allen 
County  Medical  Society,  from  surplus  from  the  mass  polio 
immunization  program,  for  the  Aquatic  Tanks,  and  $31,417.93 
in  cash  and  pledged  for  the  Service  and  Animal  Clinic 
Building  from  Mrs.  Dale  W.  McMillen,  Sr.,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  W.  McMillen,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Crowe. 
Other  donations  for  the  Zoo  are  listed  in  the  Zoo  report. 

The  Jack  D.  Diehm  Museum  of  Natural  History  was 
donated  to  the  Park  Department  and  dedicated  on  October  31. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Diehm  contributed  all  the  mounted  speci- 
mens in  the  37  display  cases  and  the  fish  and  game  heads 
displayed  on  the  north  and  south  walls.     Much  of  the  labor 
and  materials  was  donated  by  local  business  men  and  inter- 
ested persons.     Local  artists  did  much  of  the  background 
scenery  in  the  show  cases. 

The  design  of  the  building  was  suggested  by  Paul  Grewe. 
The  architect  v/as  Humbrecht,   Sherbondy,  and  Associates. 
The  Contractor  was  Grewe  Contractors.     The  building,  esti- 
mated value  of  over  $100,000,   is  50  feet  wide  and  150  feet 
long,  and  in  addition  to  the  large  display  area,  contains 
rest  rooms,  office  and  work  room.     The  building  is  heated 
by  gas. 

Through  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Berlen  Diehm, 
and  other  donors,  another  step  forward  has  been  achieved 
toward  making  Fort  Wayne  a  better  place  in  which  to  live 
and  bring  up  children.

The  Street  Tree  Division  reported  its  continuous 
battle  against  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.     The  experimental 
use  of  BIDRIN,  a  new  insecticide,  was  performed  on  800 
elm  trees  but  it  is  too  soon  yet  to  know  to  what  extent 
it  has  been  successful.     3189  trees  were  planted  along 
city  streets.     122  3  diseased  elms  were  removed  from  the 
streets  and  385  other  dead  and  hazardous  trees  were  re- 
moved.    1231  dead  trees  were  removed  in  the  parks.  A 
total  of  1366  stumps  from  the  streets  and  432  in  the 
parks  were  removed  during  the  year.     The  damaging  Oak 
Wilt  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city  is  beginning  to 
demand  our  attention  now.     This  is  described  more  fully 
in  the  report  from  the  City  Arbor is t. 
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Park  employee  Roy  Gill  received  the  American  Red  Cross 
Certificate  of  Recognition  for  Extraordinary  Personal  Action 
in  saving  the  life  of  Robert  Heredia  on  January  29  when 
Heredia  fell  through  the  ice  on  the  St.  Mary's  River  in 
Swinney  Park.

This  year  of  1965/  being  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the 
Park  Department,  was  a  fitting  time  to  present  a  pageant 
"Where  Three  Rivers  Flow"  at  the  Franke  Park  Open  Air 
Theatre  on  August  6,   7,   and  8. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Kiwanis  Clubs  received  the  Certificate 
of  Appreciation  from  the  National  Recreation  Association  for 
their  contribution  to  recreation  in  Fort  Wayne  over  the  years. 

"John  Sonnenburg  Day"  was  held  at  the  Foster  Park  Golf 
Course  on  August  1  to  celebrate  his  years  as  a  golf  pro  - 
since  1928.     Also  on  October  26  "Harry  Lamboley  Day"  was  held 
at  Foster  Park  to  celebrate  20  years  of  golf  greenskeeping 
for  the  Park  Department  and  to  announce  his  retirement  at 
the  end  of  this  year. 

Men  Who  Retired; 

Arthur  P.  Burlage  -  38%  years,  Harry  T.  Lamboley  -  20 
years,  Homer  G.  Seibold  -  15%  years,   and  Noah  Blough  with 
4h  years  service. 

A  Christmas  Party  was  held  December  17  for  Park  Depart- 
ment employees,  their  families,   and  retirees.     Santa  came 
for  the  children  and  the  committee  gave  a  very  fine  party 
in  all  respects. 

All  employees  of  the  department  received  Civil  Defense 
Training  by  Captain  of  Park  Police  Bernard  Reul,  who  incident- 
ally also  gave  First  Aid  Training  again  this  year  to  nearly 
all  employees. 

Improvements  to  the  Park  System  included  the  following: 

New  entrance  designed  and  constructed  at  the  south  en- 
trance to  Franke  Park. 

Guldlin  Park  was  improved  by  the  local  Moose  Lodge  who 
graded  and  seeded  the  area  and  will  plant  trees  and  shrubs 
in  the  near  future. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Board  for  the  staff  to  demolish 
the  old  pavilion  in  East  Swinney  Park  since  it  had  deteriorate^ 
until  it  was  unsafe. 
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Straightened  and  lengthened    No.  8  fairway  at  Foster 
Park  Golf  Course,   and  leveled  and  graded  area  east  of 
Parking  lot  used  for  practice  shots. 

Made  new  addition  to  Shoaff  Golf  Club  House  by  enlarging 
display  area. 

Graded  and  seeded  southwest  corner  of  Study  Park  in 

order  to  put  more  area  into  use. 

The  department  shop  designed  and  constructed  new  rustic 
restrooms  at  Shoaff  and  Foster  Parks. 

New  4"  well  was  dug  in  Shoaff  Park  near  the  River  Lodge 
for  better  water  service  to  the  area. 

During  the  summer  the  Board  adopted  a  get  tough  policy 
against  vandals  in  the  parks.     With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Police  Department,  the  Board  will  prosecute 
every  one  who  is  apprehended  for  wanton  destructiveness  of 
public  property  in  the  city  parks,   and  if  necessary,  take 
civil  action  to  recover  damages. 

Staff  changes: 

W.  Jeffery  Slattery  replaced  Louis  Ohse  on  March  1  as 
Purchasing  Agent  and  Timekeeper. 

John  Autry,   formerly  of  the  Warriors  professional  foot- 
ball team,   replaced  James  Churchill  on  September  16  as 
Assistant  Director  at  McCulloch  Center.     Mr.  Churchill  re- 
signed August  20. 

The  Business  Manager's  report  included  a  listing  of 
changes  and  improvements  in  office  and  business  procedures 
during  1965  with  increased  efficiency  in  many  operations. 

The  Park  Police  division  reported  that  its  primary 
concern  during  1965  was  prevention  and  apprehension  of 
those  responsible  for  wanton  vandalism  in  the  parks.  This 
report  is  particularly  significant  in  duties  enumerated  in 
detail . 

The  divisions  of  Park  Areas  Maintenance  and  Construction 
and  Building  Repairs  become  the  "grass  roots"  of  the  depart- 
ment by  their  excellent  maintenance,  construction,  and  repair 
of  all  the  divisions  including  all  park  acreage  and  facilities. 
Without  the  loyal  and  cooperative  efforts  of  the  heads  and 
staff  of  these  divisions  this  entire  department  would  be 
much  less  efficient. 

The  Recreation  division,   already  offering  a  varied  pro- 
gram,  added  several  new  activities  in  1965  including  an  air 
rifle  club,  bicycle  path  in  Shoaff  Park,   drop  in  center  for 
senior  citizens,   flower  and  plant  check  up  day,   foil  fencing 
tournament,  campers  re-union,   Sonnenburg  Day,  and  water  polo. 
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Registration  increased  at  the  12  centers,   33  playgrounds, 
and  Day  Camp.     Attendance  increased  at  the  centers,  Day 
Camp,  and  3  golf  courses.     Pool  attendance  decreased  con- 
siderably due  to  a  very  cool  summer.     The  number  of  golf 
plays  at  the  3  courses  reached  an  all-time  high  -  163,755. 

Our  new  Theatre  Workshop  at  Jefferson  Center  gave 
five  plays  during  the  year  with  a  total  attendance  of  1140. 

A  capital  improvement  that  the  staff  considers  of 
paramount  importance  at  this  time  is  renovation  of  the 
artificial  ice  rink  at  McMillen  Park.     We  constructed  the 
first  outdoor  artificial  public  rink  in  Indiana  in  1957, 
and  in  this  pioneering  effort  some  mistakes  were  made. 
These  must  now  be  rectified  if  we  desire  to  continue  with 
this  fine  facility.     The  ice  rink  has  served  us  well,  but 
time  is  beginning  to  take  its  toll. 

We  feel  that  there  is  a  definite  need  for  an  artificial 
rink,  other  than  the  one  at  the  Allen  County  War  Memorial 
Coliseum,  because  during  1965  there  was  only  an  average  of 
six  days  of  skating  on  the  natural  ice  areas  in  Franke, 
Lakeside,  and  Swinney  Parks  where  McMillen  Park  rink  served 
the  skaters  for  77  days.     Several  improvements  at  McMillen 
would  make  it  possible  to  provide  more  days  of  skating. 

It  is  important  that  we  have  one  more  compressor. 
The  two  75  horsepower  Worthington  units  we  have  now  are  not 
sufficient  to  maintain  ice  on  relatively  warm,   sunny  days. 
A  third  unit  would  help  guarantee  a  better  ice  surface. 

A  roof  over  the  rink  would  serve  as  a  protection 
against  snow  which  falls  on  the  skating  surface.  Many 
man  hours  are  spent  in  removing  snow.     There  have  been 
times  when  sessions  were  shortened  or  had  to  be  cancelled 
because  of  the  snow  problem. 

A  roof  would  serve  as  a  protection  against  rain. 
On  a  couple  of  instances  we  lost  the  ice  and  were  without 
skating.     Also,   rain  washes  away  the  ice  hockey  lines. 

We  have  learned  that  the  theory  of  multiple  use  of 
facilities  is  not  satisfactory  in  attempting  to  use  expensive 
Laykold  tennis  courts  for  a  take  up  and  lay  down  ice  rink. 
This  is  evidenced  by  the  damage  that  has  been  done  to  the 
surface  during  the  past  eight  years. 
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The  freezing  and  thawing  of  the  bituminous  surface, 
on  which  the  9h  miles  of  plastic  pipe  have  been  laid,  has 
been  such  that  we  no  longer  have  the  smooth  surface  we 
started  with  in  1957.     In  fact,   these  beautiful  tennis  courts 
are  now  full  of  large  cracks,  raised  up  section,   and  pock 
marked  beyond  repair.     In  fact,  even  the  use  of  a  heavy 
roller  cannot  repair  the  damage  done  by  the  cold  weather 
and  the  coolant  which  flows  through  the  pipes. 

It  is  our  thinking  that  the  present  Laykold  surface  is 
damaged  now  to  the  extent  that  we  may  not  be  able  to  continue 
laying  the  pipe  on  this  surface  after  the  present  skating  season. 

The  cost  of  putting  down  and  taking  up  the  plastic  pipe, 
and  all  the  other  details  attendant  to  readying  the  rink  and 
tennis  courts  is  an  expensive  one. 

Because  of  the  damage  that  has  been  done  to  the  tennis 
surface  we  have  discontinued  this  battery  of  courts. 

I  recommend  that  an  item  be  included  in  the  1967  park 
budget  for  another  compressor,  a  concrete  slab  in  which  the 
pipes  will  be  imbedded,  and  a  roof  over  the  entire  facility. 
Unless  we  act  favorably  to  this  recommendation  we  may  find 
ourselves  without  an  ice  rink,  as  we  have  already  found 
ourselves  without  a  battery  of  tennis  courts. 

Well  prepared  detailed  reports  from  division  heads 
and  other  staff  members  follow  this  report.

RECREATION  DIVISION 

To:     The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  and  Parks. 

Several  new  programs  were  added  to  the  recreation  division 
activities  in  1965.     They  included  an  air  rifle  club,  bike  path, 
drop  in  center  for  senior  citizens,   flower  and  plant  check  up 
day,   foil  fencing  tournament,   re-union  of  campers,  Sonnenburg 
Day,   and  water  polo. 

The  air  rifle  club  was  organized  for  boys  and  girls  ages 
12  through  14  and  was  used  as  an  educational  tool  for  proper 
and  safe  use  of  firearms.     Local  experts  assisted  with  demon- 
strations and  instruction. 

With  the  mounting  interest  in  bicycling,  members  of  the 
staff  visited  several  local  park  areas  and  recommended  the 
construction  of  a  bike  path  in  Shoaff  Park. 

For  a  long  time  there  has  been  a  need  for  a  drop  in 
center  for  senior  citizens,  and  with  the  renovation  of  rooms 
in  the  basement  of  the  Jefferson  Center,   this  need  was 
partially  realized. 

Boys  and  girls  who  had  received  plants  and  flowers  at 
school  were  given  the  opportunity  on  July  7  to  take  their 
plants  to  a  playground.     Here  they  were  given  expert  advice 
on  its  care  by  the  City  Horticulturist  and  members  of  local 
Garden  Clubs. 

A  foil  fencing  tournament  was  held  in  January  at  the 
Jefferson  Recreation  Center.     Although  the  sport  has  been 
taught  at  the  Center  for  many  years,  this  was  the  first 
tourney  ever  conducted  by  the  department. 

Former  campers  and  counselors  of  the  Franke  Day  Camp 
held  a  re-union  at  Franke  Park  during  the  summer. 

John  Sonnenburg,  golf  professional  at  the  Foster  Park 
Golf  Course  since  its  opening  in  1928,  was  honored  on  August 
1  for  40  years  service  to  the  golf  profession. 

Water  polo  was  added  to  the  out  door  summer  swimming 
pool  program.     Teams  from  each  of  the  four  public  pools 
took  part. 

A  program  that  was  renewed  after  an  absence  of  several 
years  was  an  outdoor  arts  and  crafts  exhibit  by  children 
from  the  33  supervised  playgrounds.     This  was  held  at  the 
sidewalk  cafe  of  Wolf  and  Dessauer  Department  Store  in 
downtown  Fort  Wayne. 
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A  re-vision  of  "Where  Three  Rivers  Flow",  was  given 
as  a  part  of  the  60th  anniversary  of  the  local  recreation 
and  park  department.     The  pageant  was  held  at  the  Outdoor 
Theatre  in  Franke  Park. 

The  on-going  program  included  the  use  of  public 
schools  for  recreation  programs  from  5:00  until  9:00  p.m. 
The  use  of  these  facilities  was  again  made  possible 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools. 
The  Jefferson  and  McCulloch  Centers,  and  several  other 
buildings  were  used  for  in-door  programs. 

Interest  continued  high  in  the  area  of  activities  for 
the  older  citizen,   and  staff  members  continued  to  do  the 
on-going  programs,   supplemented  with  some  new  ideas. 

Training  and  in-service  meetings  continued  to  take  an 
important  place  in  all  recreation  division  programming. 

The  33  playgrounds,  which  included  some  school  properties, 
offered  a  wide  schedule  of  programs  especially  for  the  child- 
ren.

A 
comprehensive  study  was  made  of  the  Tennis  Center  in 
Swinney  Park  and  changes  for  1966  were  recommended. 

Parents  continued  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
day  camp  and  advanced  campers  program.     Parental  interest 
spoke  well  for  the  programs  that  were  offered. 

The  many  city-wide  activities  held,  gave  opportunity 
for  citizens  to  be  aware  of  the  recreational  opportunities 
offered  by  this  public  agency. 

Cool  summer  weather  had  its  toll  on  outdoor  swimming 
attendance.     The  over-all  participation  was  lower  than  the 
previous  year. 

The  increase  in  golf  on  a  national  level  was  evidenced 
locally  by  the  increase  in  the  total  play  at  the  three 
municipal  courses  in  Foster,  McMillen  and  Shoaff  Parks. 

The  only  ice  skating  of  any  conseauence  was  at  the 
artificial  ice  rink  in  McMillen  Park.     Unseasonably  warm 
weather  during  the  winter  season  curtailed  ice  activities 
at  the  natural  ponds  in  Franke,   Lakeside  and  Swinney  Parks.

Also,  the  dark  room  and  room  four  in  the 
basement  were  redecorated  for  senior  citizens 
use.     Senior  Citizens,   Inc.  moved  their  offices 
from  room  107  to  the  Foellinger  Center,  and 
this  room  was  converted  into  an  arts  and  crafts 
center.     Extensive  work  was  done  in  remodeling 
the  second  floor  auditorium  for  theatre-in- 
the-round    performances  by  the  Theatre  Workshop. 

Room  four  became  the  hub  of  activities  of 
the  senior  citizens,  and  the  donation  of  a 
colored  television  set  created  a  warm  atmosphere 
for  the  older  persons.

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Weekly  Monday  morning  meetings  were  held 
by  the  entire  staff.

In  addition  to  first  aid,  water  safety,  civil 
defense,  the  men  in  blue  assisted  with  "dry 
runs."    A  dry  run  is  a  simulated  set  up  in 
advance  at  a  pool,   recreation  center,  or 
playground,  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
director  of  that  facility. 

Principals  from  the  school-located  centers 
were  invited  to  attend  the  orientation  program 
held  early  in  October  for  recreation  personnel. 

Another  work  session  was  held  later  in 
October  at  which  time  more  detailed  training 
was  offered. 

A  February  meeting  of  all  personnel  was

Center  directors  met  each  month  with  the 
general  recreation  supervisor.

The  total  registration  on  the  33  super- 
vised playgrounds  for  the  ten  week  period 
ending  August  26  was  23,068,  with  586,468 
visits . 

The  Recreation-School  Band  held  con- 
certs at  McCormick,  Holland,  Hamilton, 
Weisser,  Lakeside  and  McCulloch  playgrounds. 

Included  were  Fort  Wayne  Days,  space, 
western,  hobo,  hat  and  recognition  parties, 
flower  shows,  kiddy  kapers,  Civil  War  Days, 
carnivals,  boat  races,  and  one  act  plays. 

The  play  day  was  held  at  Lawton  Park  and 
attracted  332  girls  representing  33  playgrounds 
Included  in  the  activities  for  the  group  which 
consisted  of  girls  ages  9-12,  were  swimming, 
Mary  Poppin's  Day  party,  hootenanny,  kickball 
championship  games,   awards  ceremonies,   and  the 
closing  ceremonies.

The  total  registration  at  the  Franke 
Day  Camp  for  boys  and  girls  ages  9-12  was 
1,139/  which  accounted  for  the  5,627  visits 
of  this  group.

In  the  junior  leader  division  there 
were  72  boys  and  girls  who  visited  the  camp 
822  times,  while  the  senior  leaders  had  an 
enrollment  of  81  and  474  visits.

REPORT  FROM  THE  DIVISION  OF  PARK 
AREAS  MAINTENANCE 

Our  big  objective  in  1965  was  to  get  the  Children's 
Zoo  opened  to  the  public  without  slighting  our  other 
maintenance  duties.     The  prospect  of  seeing  this  long 
time  Children's  Zoo  dream  materialize  seemed  to  induce 
the  men  to  put  forth  that  extra  effort  that  was  necessary 
to  do  this  extra  work.     A  list  of  projects  accomplished 
by  this  division  in  the  zoo  will  follow  later  in  this 
report. 

Besides  regularly  cutting  the  grass  or  mulching  the 
fallen  leaves  on  our  boulevard  strips,  the  shrubs  and 
trees  in  these  areas  are  pruned  periodically  for  traffic 
safety  as  well  as  to  increase  aesthetic  values. 

Our  garbage  and  waste  disposal  operation  is  on  a 
twelve   (12)  month  basis,  making  regular  visits  to  our 
recreation  centers  during  the  winter  as  well  as  the  summer 
routes  through  the  parks  and  playgrounds.     Our  dump  trucks 
are  kept  busy  the  year  around  meeting  our  ever  present 
needs  for  such  materials  as  stone,   sand,   sludge,  manure, 
etc . 

The  river  banks  are  kept  groomed  the  year  around, 
with  special  attention  given  to  the  removal  of  diseased 
or  dead  trees  during  the  winter.     This  division  also 
supports  the  Mayor's  River  Beautif ication  Program  by 
providing  labor  and  supervision  for  this  project. 

The  ball  diamonds,   tennis  courts,   football  and 
soccer  fields  are  groomed  seven  (7)   days  a  week  when 
necessary  to  keep  these  facilities  in  top  condition 
for  the  ever-increasing  use  of  the  participating 
public . 

The  in-service  training  sessions  regarding  chain 
saw  safety,  power  mower  maintenance,  public  relations, 
first  aid,   ice  safety,   and  interpretation  of  rules  and 
regulations,  have  proven  to  be  extremely  helpful  to  our 
park  maintenance  men  in  the  execution  of  their  varied 
duties  in  the  parks.     These  duties  will  range  from  grass 
cutting  and  keeping  the  park  buildings  clean  during 
the  summer,  to  removing  dead  trees  or  managing  an  ice 
skating  shelter  in  the  winter. 
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The  road  surface  seal  coating  program  continues  in 
the  parks.     This  year  Memorial  Park  drive  was  widened  to 
accommodate  additional  parking  and  the  surface  was  seal 
coated.     Other  park  drives  and  parking  lots  have  received 
the  routine  maintenance  of  grading  and  patching. 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  projects  completed 
in  1965: 

Children ' s  Zoo 

1.  Graded  the  entire  site  down  to  the  finish  grade. 

2.  Covered  the  grounds  with  sludge  in  preparation  for  grass. 

3.  Constructed  a  crushed  stone  parking  lot  and  installed  a 
rustic  fence  around  same. 

4.  Constructed  a  stream  from  the  monkey  island  to  the  pond. 
We  hauled  in  field  stone  to  use  on  this  project. 

5.  Installed  several  catch  basins  and  the  necessary  sewer 
lines. 

6.  Constructed  the  crushed  stone  paths  and  service  drive 
in  the  zoo. 

7.  Hade  various  repairs  to  the  storm  and  sewer  lines. 

8.  Covered  the  contact  area  with  crushed  stone  and  graded. 

9.  Excavated,  the  area  for  the  patio  construction. 

10.  Excavated  for  the  pony  track. 

11.  Laid  4000  sq.  yards  of  sod  in  the  zoo  area. 

12.  Applied  wood  chips  as  mulch  in  the  new  shrub  beds. 

13.  Constructed  a  railroad  tie  planter  at  the  entrance. 

14.  Transplanted  trees  in  the  area. 

15.  Maintained  the  train  track  (tamping  ballast,  straightening 
track,  etc.) 

16.  Applied  asphalt  topping  at  various  walk  locations. 
Franke  Park 

1.  Finish  graded  around  the  Diehm  Museum,   applied  sludge, 
and  sowed  grass  seed. 

2.  Applied  200  yards  of  additional  earth  to  the  toboggan 
slide . 

3.  Installed  160'   sewer  line  to  the  Museum. 

4.  Constructed  a  crushed  stone  parking  lot  and  foot  path 
at  the  Museum. 

5.  Filled  the  vacated  road  bed  with  dirt,   applied  sludge, 
and  sowed  for  grass. 

6.  Graded  for  a  new  bridle  path  route  around  the  park. 
Applied  slag  for  a  foundation  at  various  locations. 

7.  Trenched  for  the  electric  service  to  the  Museum. 

3.       Graded  for  proper  drainage  and  asphalted  the  road  berm 
along  the  east  side  of  the  Sherman  St.  entrance.  We 
also  have  done  some  clearing  and  grading  at  the  new 
bridge  to  make  the  park  entrance  more  attractive. 

9.  Installed  a  1600'   line  of  12"  tile  for  storm  drainage 
along  the  north-south  park  drive. 

10.  Maintained  constant  burning  disposal  of  the  diseased  elms. 
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iicllillen  Park  and  Golf  Course 

1.  Enlarged  the  model  airplane  runway. 

2.  Excavated  for  a  new  meter  pit  installation. 

3.  Excavated  for  various  water  line  repairs  on  the 
golf  course. 

4.  Installed  a  drain  tile  line  on  the  golf  course. 

5.  Installed  a  4"  drain  tile  line  along  the  south  edge  of 
the  skate  shelter  parking  lot. 

S.      Trenched  for  an  electric  service  on  the  golf  course. 

Shoaff  Park  and  Golf  Course 

1.  Constructed,  a  crushed  stone  drive  to  the  Loraine  Young 
day  camp  building. 

2.  Constructed  a  small  crushed  stone  parking  lot  along  the 
park  drive  at  the  picnic  area. 

3.  Excavated  for  various  tile  line  and  water  line  repairs 
on  the  golf  course. 

4.  Installed  a  septic  tank  and  connected  it  to  the  new  rest 
room  building. 

5.  Trenched  for  the  well  tank  and  water  line  at  the  River 
Lodge . 

5.      Trenched  for  an  electric  service. 
Foster  Park  and  Golf  Course 

1.  Constructed  a  crushed  stone  drive  to  the  new  maintenance 
building  on  the  golf  course. 

2.  Assisted  removing  the  old  golf  maintenance  building. 

3.  Removed  the  underground  gasoline  storage  tank  and  ex- 
cavated for  the  new  tank  and  installed. 

4.  Removed  the  undesirable  trees,  graded,   and  seeded  for 
grass  at  the  old  maintenance  building  site.

2.  Added  approximately  250  yards  of  dirt  to  the  lagoon 
banlcs  and  graded  for  easier  maintenance. 

Uaynedale  Park 

1.       Constructed  a  crushed  stone  parking  lot  at  the  tennis 
courts . 

Grading,   fertilizing,   and  seeding  or  sodding  has  been 
done  extensively  in  many  pari:  areas  too  numerous  to  mention 
here. 

This  supervisor  v/as  again  appointed  to  serve  on  the 
City  Softball  end  Baseball  Commission. 

All  of  the  playground  turf  and  that  receiving  the  most 
traffic  in  the  rest  of  the  parks  v/as  given  an  application 
of  10-10-10  fertilizer  this  year. 

This  division  removed  a  total  of  1,231  diseased  or 
dead  trees  and  432  stumps  from  park  areas.

GOLF  COURSE  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1965 

The  golf  crews  are  a  maintenance  group  and  we  are  constantly 
working  towards  improving  our  technic  in  grooming  our  fine  turf 
areas . 

The  weather  and  the  public  are  a  constant  threat  to  our 
otherwise  routine  task  and  we  try  to  surmount  these  trials  to  the 
best  of  our  abilities. 

The  usual  maintenance  program  based  on  regular  scheduled 
times  for  mowing,  application  of  fertilizer  and  fungicide  and 
herbicides  has,  as  in  the  past,  and  this  last  year,  proved  to  be 
a  sound  procedure. 

The  planting  of  shrubs  and  trees  was  done  in  proper  season. 
These  will  take  several  years  to  be  noticed,  but  make  for  a 
beautiful  golf  course  in  time. 

The  winter,   1965,  will  long  be  remembered  for  its*  heavy 
snows  and  the  golf  course  crews,   like  the  rest  of  the  Park  Board 
personnel,  helped  the  city  by  hauling  snow  on  two  separate  occas- 
ions, also  helping  plow  snow  from  the  park  roads. 

We  periodically  checked  the  greens  to  insure  their  wintering 
properly. 

Overhauling  of  ail  equipment  is  the  main  winter  chore  along 
with  making  flag  poles,  tee  markers,  cleaning  and  painting  all 
equipment  and  accessories. 

The  courses  opened  a  week  later  than  planned,  due  to  a  very 
wet  and  backward  spring,  and  then  were  not  in  good  condition. 
Play  was  short  of  the  usual  amount  due  to  inclement  weather. 

We  attended  the  Mid-West  Turf  Conference,   and  Turf  Field  Day 
at  Purdue  and  some  of  the  monthly  meetings  of  our  local  organiza- 
tion,  the  Hoosier  Turf  Grass  Association.     We  also  attended  a 
small  motors  school  held  at  C  &  C  Distributors,  Briggs  and 
Straton  representatives  in  Fort  Wayne. 

I  attended  the  U.S.G.A.  National  Association  Convention  at 
Cleveland,  Ohio  and  viewed  the  latest  in  machinery  for  golf 
course  maintenance,  new  kinds  of  water  pipe,  and  methods  of  in- 
stallation, new  fungicides  and  fertilizers.    Also  attended  a 
session  of  the  Great  Lakes  Park  Training  Institute  on  Pros  and 
Cons  of  lighted  courses  reports  on  Par  3's.     Attended  first  aid 
and  civil  defense  classes. 
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FOSTER  PARK  COURSE 


We  moved  into  our  new  storage  barn  the  first  of  the  year 
and  considerable  time  was  spent  building  shelves  and  bins  to 
store  our  tools  and  supplies.     Installing  compressed  air  lines 
and  otherwise  locating  or  arranging  the  shop  for  our  working 
convenience . 

A  service  road  and  parking  lot  was  worked  on,  also  installa- 
tion of  the  gasoline  pump. 

The  rubber  flooring  at  the  club  house  was  rearranged  and 
relaid. 

We  are  modernizing  our  watering  system  by  replacing  old 
style  valves  with  the  new  quick  coupling  valves  and  adding  a  few 
extra  ones  to  get  better  coverage.     In  all,  we  used  220  feet  of 
pipe,   sixteen  (16)   valves  plus  couplings,   finishing  ten   (10)  tees. 

Sod  was  removed  from  the  sight  of  the  new  practice  green 
and  placed  in  worn  spots  in  various  places  on  the  course. 

Hauled  30,  plus,   loads  of  soil  to  fill  sunken  trench  where 
large  sewer  ran  through  course.     This  was  graded,  fertilized, 
and  seeded. 

All  of  our  spare  time  was  spent  working  on  the  new  practice 
putting  green,  planted  the  first  week  of  October.     Sodding  of 
the  aprons  completed  the  last  of  October.     It  is  growing  well 
and  should  be  in  use  around  the  4th.  of  July. 

The  old  service  road  through  the  middle  of  the  course  has 
been  removed,   filled  with  good  soil  and  will  be  seeded  in  the 
spring.     Strips  of  sod  20  ft.  wide  were  laid  through  the  middle 
of  the  fairways  it  crossed,   for  the  golfers  to  use  while  the  new 
seeding  gets  started. 

The  new  #8  tee  has  been  shaped  and  sodded  and  the  trees 
obstructing  the  fairway  have  been  removed.     All  this  with  the 
help  of  other  Park  Board  Departments,  Bob  Arnold's  crews  doing 
the  major  part  of  the  work.     The  Forestry  and  McMillen  crews 
added  their  share.     There  were  approximately  34,000  sq.   ft.  of 
sod  laid  in  these  various  places. 

The  trap  in  front  of  #13  green  was  emptied  of  sand  and 
filled  and  sodded,  also  the  trap  to  the  west  of  #1  green. 

A  mound  was  constructed  on  the  back  side  of  #12  green  and 
sodded.     The  low  spot  in  the  practice  fairway  was  stripped  of 
sod  and  is  being  filled  and  leveled. 
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SHOAFF  PARK  COURSE 

We  have  erected  670  ft.  of  rustic  fence  around  curves  of 
road  at  #12  and  #5  greens. 

Plowed  snow  from  park  roads.     It  drifted  bad  in  certain 
spots  making  this  a  difficult  task  with  our  small  equipment. 

Hauled  sand  to  fill  new  trap  between  #2  and  #12  greens 
and  placed  tile  drains  from  them. 

The  new  practice  green  west  of  the  club  house  was  open  for 
play  on  July  6th.     Erected  320  ft.  of  rustic  fence  at  this  sight 
to  divert  traffic  from  crossing  the  green. 

Repaired  lawn  around  club  house  damaged  by  equipment  used 
in  erecting  addition  to  club  house.     Excavated,  placed  stone 
base  and  black  topped  area  east  of  club  house  for  walk. 

Cleared  sight  for  erection  of  pole  shed  to  store  top 
dressing  soil  mix. 

Repaired  tile  drains  at  #5  and  #17  hole. 

Replanted  shrubs  that  had  died  in  existing  beds.  Enlarged 
some,  made  and  planted  new  beds  where  asked  for.     Trees  were 
planted  at  various  places  for  beauty  and  shade. 

Planted  300  ft.  multiflora  rose  hedge  on  curve  along  road 
between  #3  tee  and  #5  green. 
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McMILLEN  PARK  COURSE 

Removed  a  number  of  large  trees  with  the  help  of  the 
forestry  crew  as  we  have  no  large  saw  or  high  ranger  to  top 
them. 

Installed  460  ft.  rustic  fence  along  Hessen  Cassel  road. 

Used  Ford  tractor  with  loader  bucket  back  blade  to  plow 
snow  from  roads  and  remove  heavy  snows  from  skating  rink. 

Hauled  sand,   filled  traps,  graded  and  raked  them  smooth. 

Repaired  breaks  in  water  lines,  some  due  to  faulty 
installation. 

Cy  Lehman  completed  the  drinking  fountain  at  #14  green. 
Installed  200  ft.  of  drainage  tile. 

Graded  and  seeded  addition  to  #3  tee. 

A  heavy  wind  storm  in  September  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
several  large  trees. 

Some  stored  dirt  was  used  to  fill  and  level  low  spots  in 
grove  south  of  storage  barn. 

Dead  shrubs  in  existing  beds  were  replanted,   several  new 
beds  constructed.     A  number  of  large  trees  planted  to  channel 
play,  along  with  several  large  evergreens  in  front  of  #9  tee 
to  protect  #17  green. 

Rebuilt  walks  at  #15  and  #17  tees.

HORTICULTURE  ANNUAL  REPORT 
1965 

Greenhouse 

Operation  of  a  greenhouse  follows  a  rather  fixed  schedule, 
which  recruires  advanced  planning  for  expected  future  reouire- 
ments  of  plants.     This  routine  is  somewhat  altered  by  unusual 
weather,  unexpected  problems  with  pests,   etc.     We  had  very 
few  problems  of  this  type  this  year. 

One  change  in  methods  has  been  the  growing  of  Umbrella 
Plants  from  seed. 

We  are  increasing  the  quantities  of  Coleus,  Geranium, 
and  other  plants  grown  in  order  to  supply  increased  require- 
ments for  school  children. 

We  are  propagating  more  of  woody  type  plants  for  plant- 
ing in  our  nursery. 

Lawton  Park  Garden  of  Mums 

A  change  here  will  be  the  elimination  of  perennials  in 
the  background  beds  in  favor  of  annual  plants  which  will  make 
for  easier  maintenance. 

Lakeside  Rose  Garden 

I  am  pleased  with  the  quality  of  roses  we  have  been 
growing  over  the  past  several  seasons.     This  season  was 
nearly  ideal  for  roses.     The  general  layout  of  the  garden's 
landscape  is  now  very  near  what  I  had  hoped  to  achieve. 
Those  areas  which  I  feel  need  most  attention  devoted  to 
them  would  be  improvement  of  turf  and  a  public  relations 
effort  which  will  increase  attendance  during  the  months  of 
July,  August,  and  September. 

A  new  feature  added  to  the  garden's  landscape  during 
1965  was  the  floral  sundial. 

This  next  season  we  will  be  buying  fewer  roses  for 
replacement    than  at  any  time  in  the  last  8  years.  Re- 
placements purchased  in  1965  totaled  280.     Plants  received 
free  from  nurseries  were  218. 

Foster  Park  Gardens 

Judging  from  comments  by  visitors  these  displays  in 
this  garden  area  are  proving  to  be  of  interest  to  the  public. 
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A  change  from  the  routine  here  was  the  planting  of  more 
annual  flowering  plants  in  the  peony  display  area  where  some 
of  the  poorer  peonies  were  removed.     There  were  practically 
no  comments  from  the  public  reflecting  disapproval  of  this 
change.     It  is  expected  that  more  annuals  will  be  added  each 
year  and  that  the  peonies,  which  bloom  for  a  relatively  short 
period,  can  be  reduced  without  greatly  reducing  the  effective- 
ness of  the  display  in  its  season  while  reducing  greatly  the 
amount  of  maintenance  labor  required. 

The  nursery  here  was  expanded  approximately  25%  and  a 
considerable  number  of  plants  which  had  reached    a  sufficient 
size  were  used  in  other  parks,  principally  the  Zoo.     I  have 
plans  for  a  similar  expansion  in  1966. 

Lilacs  were  again  added  to  our  collection. 

Jaenicke  Gardens 

Another  step  was  taken  in  continuation  of  the  program 
of  adding  to  our  azalea  collection.     Some  of  the  species 
types  and  other  named  varieties  were  added. 

Much  of  the  season  passed  before  the  East  Falls  were 
gotten  into  operation.     Investigations  have  revealed  that 
this  installation  is  in  need  of  major  repair.     It  is  my 
opinion  that,  unless  a  large  increase  in  visitors  to  this 
area  is  expected,  the  use  of  this  falls  should  be  discontinued 
and  the  falls  spillway  should  be  filled  and  planted  over. 

Zoo 

Much  time  was  spent,  and  will  yet  be,   in  the  planting 
of  the  zoo  landscape. 

The  building  of  the  Children's  Zoo  has  afforded  a 
special  opportunity  to  employ  our  skills  in  ornamental 
horticulture.     In  two  years  time,  the  plantings  here  should 
begin  to  add  significant  interest  to  this  facility. 

Landscaping  Projects 

Landscape  planting,   in  addition  to  that  at  the  Zoo, 
was  done  at  the  following  locations:     Psi-Ote  Park  (shrub 
border  along  railroad),  Weisser  Park  (evergreen  border 
along  alley),  Diehm  Museum  (parking  lot),  Rockhill  Park 
(parking  lot) . 

Two-hundred  (200)  groundcover  plants  donated  by  the 
Brookview  Civic  Association  were  planted  along  Spy  Run  Creek 
for  erosion  control. 
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Miscellaneous  Projects  &  General 


Experience  proved  that  small  tree  seedlings  are  not 
satisfactory  for  riverbank  planting. 

N.  E.  Kiwanis  Club  and  Central  Lions  Club  again  supplied 
trees  for  planting  along  St.  Joe  River.     Help  and  super- 
vision was  given  them  in  planting. 

A  proposed  planting  plan  was  drawn  for  Guldlin  Park. 

Renovation  of  the  shrub  border  along  Manito  Boulevard 
in  the  Indian  Village  addition  was  begun. 

Favorable  comments  were  again  received  concerning  the 
"Welcome"  bed  at  Swinney  Park.     This  year  the  "Welcome" 
planting  was  made  more  permanent  by  the  use  of  Golden 
Privet  shrub. 

Again,  we  carried  out  a  broad  program  of  fertilization 
for  recently-planted  trees  by  the  soil  auger  process. 

Again,  we  have  moved  approximately  95  trees  of  2  to  3 
inch  size  into  various  parks. 

Two  in-service  training  sessions  for  gardeners  were 
held  covering  basic  information. 

Two  pruning  demonstrations  were  again  held  in  May. 

Tree  planting  ceremonies  were  again  held  in  cooperation 
with  the  Iris  Garden  Club  (1  tree,  Franke  Park)  and  Mr. 
Harry  Takimori  for  the  Japan  International  Christian  University 
Foundation  (10  trees,  McMillen  Park) . 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  had  no  Distribution 
of  Surplus  Plants  in  October.     This  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
demands  for  more  plants  for  school  children  and  parks  has 
left  us  with  less  surplus. 

School  Children  Flower  &  Vegetable  Association 

In  seeking  to  bring  new  enthusiasm  into  this  program 
considerable  time  and  attention  were  given  and  some  new 
things  were  tried. 

A  T.V.  demonstration  was  given  just  prior  to  the 
distribution  of  plants  and  seeds.     A  demonstration  garden 
was  planted  at  the  Zoo. 
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In  an  attempt  to  bring  more  continuity  during  the 
summer  we  tried  a  "Plant  Check-up  Day"  on  July  7th  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Playground  Staff  at  most  of  the 
playgrounds . 

On  October  9  and  10,  we  held  the  first  "Children's 
Blue  Ribbon  Garden  Show" .     Blue  ribbon  winners  from  over 
the  entire  city  were  eligible  to  show.     There  were  185 
entries. 

Forty  schools  participated  in  the  program  this  year. 
Total  plants  distributed  -  15,969;   seeds  -  25,279.

REPORT  FROM  THE  BUSINESS  MANAGER 

To:  The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  and  Parks 

There  were  a  variety  of  changes  and  improvements  in  office 
and  business  procedures  and  methods  during  1965.     The  general 
office  at  Jefferson  Center  was  redesigned  to  accomodate  one 
additional  clerk.     The  four  existing  telephone  lines  coming 
into  the  Jefferson  Center  were  combined  into  one  system,  with 
one  person  answering  all  incoming  calls.     This  system  provided 
increased  availability  of  an  open  line  for  both  incoming  and 
outgoing  calls  without  the  addition  of  extra  trunk  lines,  as 
well  as  providing  more  privacy  for  the  telephone  users. 

A  new  Timekeeper-Purchasing  Agent  was  hired  in  1965.  The 
position  of  Assistant  Purchasing  Agent  was  eliminated  by  the 
continued  reorganization  of  the  purchasing  and  timekeeping 
systems.     The  elimination  of  this  job  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  nearly  22%  of  the  payrolls  covering  the  Lawton  purchasing, 
timekeeping,   storeroom  and  receptionist  jobs.     At  the  same  time 
better  timekeeping  and  storeroom  records  are  being  maintained. 

Cooperation  was  given  the  City  Administration  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  machine  accounting  and  centralized  purchasing 
methods.     The  usage  of  city  purchase  order  forms  and  standard- 
ized forms  for  bidding  on  motor  vehicles  was  initiated  during 
the  year.     Further  discussions  are  continuing  toward  bidding 
for  a  city  price  on  such  commodities  as  gasoline  and  crushed 
stone. 

The  improvement  of  methods  and  systems,   started  two  years 
ago  in  the  general  office,  was  continued  during  1965.  Proce- 
dures were  eliminated  or  simplified  when  possible,  but  more 
usable  data  was  inscribed  into  the  permanent  fiscal  records 
and  attendance  records  of  recreational  facilities.  Improved 
money  handling  and  safeguarding  procedures,   instituted  in 
1964,  were  continued  and  expanded  to  include  the  Children's 
Zoo  and  the  Diehm  Museum  in  the  direct  bank  deposit  system. 
Better  and  more  standardized  reporting  forms  were  provided  for 
locations  that  collect  money.     Hold-up  insurance  was  expanded 
to  include  the  four  swimming  pool  locations,  while  the  zoo  was 
added  as  an  additional  premise,   at  nominal  cost,   to  the  broad 
form  burglary  and  hold-up  coverage  carried  at  the  general 
office.     A  comprehensive  liability  endorsement  was  added  to 
the  Park  Board  institutional  fire  policy  to  cover  legal  lia- 
bility at  any  point  in  the  Park  System.

ZOO  DIVISION 


To:     The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  &  Parks 

Activities  reached  a  peak  at  the  zoo  during  1965.  Much 
assistance  was  given  the  zoo  by  Park  Board  personnel  from  other 
divisions  in  an  attempt  to  speed  up  progress  and  reduce  costs  on 
such  items  as  excavation  of  electric  trenches,   final  grading, 
seeding,   landscaping,   and  sodding. 

The  million  and  one  details  which  must  precede  the  opening 
of  an  institution  of  this  type  was  underway.     Personnel  was 
hired,  supplies  were  gathered,  equipment  was  sought,  money 
handling  system  and  control  were  prepared.     Arrangements  were 
made  with  animal  dealers  to  import  zoo  animals  from  many  parts 
of  the  world,  such  as  parrots  and  macaws  from  South  America, 
Giant  Tortoise  from  the  Aldabra  Islands  of  the  Indian  Ocean,  and 
Wallabies  from  Australia. 

The  need  for  additional  funds  prompted  continued  fund 
raising  efforts.     The  Children's  Zoo  Advisory  Committee  was 
successful  in  raising  the  additional  financial  assistance  from 
business  and  industry.     Also,   a  city  wide  fund  drive  was  carried 
out  by  the  High  School  Seniors  of  the  community.     In  this  one 
day  door  to  door  campaign,   $5,700.20  were  collected.

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Weekend  operation  of  the  Kuhne  Express  Railroad  began 
May  27th  and  was  well  received.     Between  this  date  and  July  3rd, 
13,603  people  paid  to  ride  the  train. 

On  July  1st,  a  Preview  Party  was  held  to  acquaint  the 
Advisory  Committee,  principal  zoo  donors,  and  news  media  with 
the  progress  of  the  zoo. 

July  3rd  was  truly  a  significant  date  in  Park  Board  history 
with  the  opening  of  the  Children's  Zoo.    An  official  ribbon 
cutting  ceremony  started  an  almost  continuous  line  of  visitors 
through  the  zoo.     Total  paid  attendance  during  the  first  month 
was  84,690.     The  first  operating  season  was,  as  expected,  rather 
hectic.     Construction  was  continued  on  several  zoo  projects,  and 
adjustments  were  continually  made  to  further  refine  the  operation. 

The  zoo  closed  to  the  public  on  October  24th.     During  the 
closed  season  zoo  personnel  was  reduced  to  a  minimum  to  care  for 
the  few  animals  which  were  retained  for  next  season.     Many  of 
the  more  common  animals  were  sold,  traded,  or  farmed  out.

Report  from  the  Supervisor  of 
Construction  and  Building  Repair 

Our  park  department  has  grown  steadily  throughout  the 
past  year.  This  has  come  about  through  good  management  and 
hard  work.  Our  facilities  and  buildings  have  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  this  role.  The  construction  and  repairs  of 
these  facilities  and  buildings  takes  careful  planning  which 
increases  our  responsibilities,  but  we  are  inspired  through 
the  ever  increasing  public  use  of  these  buildings  and  facili- 
ties . 

Our  painters  are  continually  painting  our  buildings, 
facilities  and  ecruipment.     New  products  and  methods  are 
continually  used  in  order  to  speed  the  work  and  also  keep  them 
in  a  better  state  of  repair  longer. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  preventive  maintenance  program 
used  in  the  garage  has  proven  very  satisfactory.     This  service 
and  routine  inspection  schedule  started  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  has  seemed  to  put  new  life  in  our  automotive  equip- 
ment.    This  program  will  be  continued  throughout  this  next 
year. 

Additional  night  guard  lights  were  installed  by  our  elec- 
tricians in  the  parks,  on  the  golf  courses,  and  in  playground 
areas  to  discourage  vandalism. 

As  usual,  considerable  time  was  spent  in  the  inspection 
of  new  construction  where  the  work  was  done  by  outside  con- 
tractors.    This, as  always,  proves  very  beneficial  to  the  park 
department .

The  engineering  department  set  grades  and  stakes  for 
various  parking  areas,  playgrounds,  baseball  diamonds,  flower 
beds,  water  lines,  drainage  lines,   sewer  lines,  gas  lines, 
underground  electrical  and  telephone  lines,  new  constructions 
and  remodeling  existing  structures. 

We  also  supplied  sketches,  drawings,  and  specifications 
on  various  projects  to  contractors,  architects,  and  other 
departments  as  was  warranted. 

When  the  above  projects  were  completed,  the  engineering 
department  would  then  take  and  record  the  necessary  field 
data. 

Throughout  the  year  as  new  construction  work  was  started 
by  other  contractors,  the  engineering  department  would  check 
their  work  and  render  such  assistance  as  was  needed  and  re- 
quested.

REPORT  FROM  THE  CITY  ARB OR I ST 

To:     Superintendent  of  Recreation  and  Parks 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  again  has  kept  us  busy.     This  spring 
we  tried  a  new  product  called  BIDRIN,  put  out  by  the  Shell 
Chemical  Company,  to  take  the  place  of  spraying.     As  these 
800  trees  were  sprayed  last  fall  we  are  unable  to  have  an 
accurate  report  on  the  effectiveness  of  this  material. 
However  Doctor  Lincoln,   Entomologist,  USDA  of  Delaware  ran 
four  checks  of  about  five  hundred  trees,  each  in  four  areas 
in  the  midwest.     Their  report  showed  it  not  to  be  effective. 

The  Elms  in  the  Parks  are  all  gone  as  we  favored  the 
street  trees  in  our  spray  program.     We  have  about  five  thou- 
sand Elms  left  on  the  streets.    And  I  believe  the  spray  pro- 
gram has  only  slowed  down  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease,  and  if  a 
cure  is  not  found  very  soon,  we  are  fighting  a  losing  battle. 

Oak  Wilt  may  have  started  in  the  north  part  of  our  city. 
The  samples  we  sent  to  Purdue  were  taken  too  late  in  the 
season  for  a  laboratory  check.     But  they  reported  it  looks 
very  much  like  Oak  Wilt.     We  have  lost  about  a  dozen  trees 
in  Lions  Park  and  have  checked  a  number  of  private  trees  in 
the  north  end  of  town. 

As  all  Oaks  are  susceptible  to  the  Oak  Wilt,  we  should 
change  our  method  of  planting.     The  Wilt  is  spread  mainly  by 
root  grafts  so  Oaks  should  be  planted  far  enough  apart  to 
prevent  this.     I  would  recommend  alternating  some  other  variety 
in  our  future  planting. 

Trees  for  planting  are  getting  hard  to  buy.     This  is 
caused  by  the  large  demand  by  other  cities  that  are  having 
Dutch  Elm  trouble.     It  is  not  only  the  higher  price  of  the 
trees  but  the  fact  that  trees  in  quantity  such  as  we  need 
are  hard  to  find. 

The  death  of  our  Elms  is  not  as  big  of  a  loss  as  the 
number  of  trees  might  sound  due  to  so  many  places  the  trees 
have  been  planted  too  close  together.     It  will  give  us  a  chance 
to  plant    the  trees  at  a  desirable  distance  apart.     We  will 
attempt  to  plant  close  to  two  thousand  trees  in  1966.  This 
program  should  be  continued  at  least  for  the  next  five  or 
six  years  to  keep  Fort  Wayne  known  as  the  City  of  Trees.

REPORT  FROM  THE  CAPTAIN  OF  PARK  POLICE 

To:     The  Superintendent  of  Recreation  &  Parks 

The  year  1965  has  been  a  year  of  development,  improvement, 
and  progress  in  park  areas  and  facilities.     This  has  produced 
an  increase  in  the  normal  duties  and  the  police  services 
rendered  by  this  division.     Wanton  vandalism  continues  to  be  our 
primary  concern.     Some  patrols  and  districts  were  re-shifted  and 
organized  in  such  a  manner  as  to  effect  maximum  security  cover- 
age of  park  areas.     Countless  hours  of  service  and  investigative 
time,  as  well  as  professional  skills,  were  provided  by  the 
officers  of  the  division  to  cope  with  the  many  cases,  calls,  and 
assignments  received  during  1965.     The  combined  efforts  of  our 
division  will  continue  to  be  exercised  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
to  continue  and  improve  our  services.     A  resume  of  the  work  of 
the  Park  Police  Division  during  1965  follows. 

A  total  of  1333  daily  "in  service"  Park  Police  Patrols  were 
in  operation  during  the  year  1965. 

The  division  covered  1659  police  assignments  and  investi- 
gations involving  some  64  types  of  classification. 

Police  assignments  and  investigations  involved  52  specific 
park  locations. 

The  security  and  safety  coverage  of  the  park  system  in- 
cluded 27,921  complete  patrol  "check-outs"  and  5,502  crusing 
"spot-checks" . 

Vandalism  cases  investigated  by  the  division  numbered  99, 
with  a  total  actual  and/or  estimated  cost  of  vandalism  being 
$2342.81. 

Park  Police  Patrols  registered  100,220  vehicle  miles 
during  1965. 

The  division  investigated  and  checked-out  some  1,176 
individuals . 

A  total  of  137  home  calls  were  made  for  disciplinary  and 
investigative  reasons. 

Arrests,  both  traffic  and  other,  were  kept  to  a  minimum 
of  47. 

Parking  and  traffic  violations  tickets  were  issued  to  212 
park  patrons.

The  division  serviced  facilities  for  802  groups  at 
pavilions,  ball  diamonds,  tennis  courts,  football  fields,  and 
other  areas. 

A  total  of  543  pavilion  reservation  booking  lists  were 
prepared  by  the  division  and  distributed  to  park  caretakers. 

Some  2  37  special  events  such  as  dances,  basketball  games, 
movies,  theatre  shows,  and  water  shows  at  parks,  playgrounds, 
centers,  and  swimming  pools  were  covered. 

The  division  made  1,345  money  pick-ups  and  bank  deposits. 

A  total  of  2,307  written  investigation  and  daily  reports 
were  submitted  by  the  officers  of  the  division. 

Some  561  traffic  and  ordinance  signs  were  installed  under 
Park  Police  direction. 

In-service  monthly  pistol  range  firing,  both  on  the  indoor 
and  outdoor  City  Police  ranges,  was  completed  by  all  members  of 
the  division.     All  officers  are  qualified  under  NRA  standards 
in  both  the  .33  and  .22  caliber  pistols  as  expert  or  sharp- 
shooter. 

Some  2,164  routine  police  visits  were  made  to  recreational 
areas   (playgrounds,  recreation  centers,  and  ice  rinks)  during 
supervised  periods. 

Some  357  special  or  miscellaneous  job  requests  from  the 
staff,  caretakers,  and  other  personnel  were  discharged. 

Full  time  plainclothes  police  stakeouts  were  established 
on  31  days. 

Daily  squad  meetings  were  conducted  by  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  day. 

The  Captain  of  Police  was  graduated  from  the  Civil  Defense 
Instructor's  Training  School  at  Tri  State  College,  Angola,  and 
the  Fleet  Accident  Control  Institute,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Fort 
Wayne.     Park  Police  officers  attended  the  week  long  in-service 
City  Police  Training  School  at  the  local  police  academy.  In 
addition,  all  officers  attended  various  safety,   first  aid,  and 
other  training  sessions. 

Officers  of  the  division  participated  in  local  radio  and 
television  shows. 

Three   (3)  complete  Civil  Defense  Courses   (9  sessions) ,  and 
eight  (S)  complete  First  Aid  Courses   (14  sessions) ,  were  con- 
ducted for  all  Park  Department  employees,  who  received 
certificates  upon  qualification. 
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21  special  first  aid,   safety ,   and  discipline  institutes 
were  conducted  for  day  camp,  playground,  swimming  pool, 
recreation  center,  and  ice  rink  personnel. 

The  department  participated  in  the  annual  state-wide 
Vehicle  Safety  Check  in  May.     All  department  vehicles  were 
inspected  and  defects  corrected.     In  addition,   first  aid  kits 
were  inspected  and  the  validity  of  all  driver  licenses  was 
checked. 

The  department  entered  the  National  Fleet  Safety  Contest 
in  an  effort  to  promote  safer  driving.     Some  104  regular  drivers 
and  30  vehicles  were  entered  in  this  contest  sponsored  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  National  Safety  Council.  The 
Captain  of  Police  supervises  the  program  within  the  department. 

Some  1,760  special  safety  checks  of  department  facilities, 
buildings,  grounds,  and  equipment  were  made  by  Park  Police 
Patrols . 

A  complete  statistical  record  of  the  303  personal  injury 
accidents  which  were  reported  in  the  park  system  in  1965  was 
maintained  by  the  Captain  of  Police  in  order  to  promote  job 
safety  from  the  standpoint  of  the  employees  and  safe  park 
useage  on  the  part  of  the  general  public. 

A  book  of  monuments,  markers,  and  plaques  was  maintained 
by  the  Captain  of  Police,  as  were  pavilion  display  charts,  at 
the  park  department  offices. 

A  detailed  statistical  ADDENDUM,  relative  to  this  report, 
is  on  file  in  the  Park  Board  office.
